Copy Of Kuling 
Warning In HK. 


PROBABLY THE most asto-| 
nishing and audacious leaflet yet! 
distributed by the Japanese 
military foreey during the Sino-; 
Japanese conflict was that which 
army planes dropped ‘on Kuling 
on January 19, three days after: 
the Japanese had bombed . the: 
mountain with high explosives. 
The document, printed = in 
English, was remarkable, hoth | 
for its grammaticn] constrnction, 
sind its “terms”. 

In it, the dapanese alleged that the 
army and navy authorities, in cons 
junction with third Powers, had 
yereed that henceforth foreigners in 
Kullng: had forefeited their nation- 
ality; that they were regarded us 
sympathisers of the Chiang Kai-shelc 
requne, «ind: therefore would have to 
take the consequences of a Japancse 
offensive against Kuling.

ese-sponsored Nanking Government, necording to the “Domei 
News Agency.” 


~ JAPANESE 
“TERRIFIC 
AIR LOSS 


OHUNGKING, Feb. 27. 

REVEALING THE TREMEN- 
DOUS ‘strain on the Japanese 
Air Force, a spokesman of the 
Chinese Air Force in an inter- 
view with the Central News 
disclosed that since the begin- 
ning of. the war, the total num- 
ber of Japanese planes shot 
down, destroyed, severely damag- 
ed, or otherwise lost reached the 
high figure of 1,010 up to tho 
end of Iast year. 

This figure, he said, represents a 
monthly loss of more than 56 planes 
throughout the eighteen months since 
the start of hostilities in July, 1937. 

With the opening of the current 
year, the Japanese alr force has 
further suffered the loss of 24 plancs, 
{Including fifteen heavy bombers of 


‘The statement announces that. the 
Nanking Government has detaited 
troops and inilitlamen round the 
Settlement as oa “ precautionary 
meusure against further outhreals of 
terroristic demonstrations.” 


It adds: “We won't hesitate to 
brand British and French vessels and 
the International Settlement as an 
enemy if Britain and France don't 
reconsider a change In the attitude 
vf assisting the Chiang Kai-shele 
regime.” 


Meanwhile, the Japanese authorities 
in Shanghal are apparently dissatis- 
fled with whut they describe as the 
Nukewarm measures of the Municipal 
Council, and the ‘Councll’s reply to 
the Japanese requeats.—Reuter.

Pro- 
fessional Fire Brigades Association 
and £15,000 to the Canadian Mount- 
ed Pollce. 

Miss Carden died during Christmas 
1936, but probate on her will-was held 
up by technical litigation to settle its 
validity. 2 

She made no stipulation about the 
mznner in which the bequests are to 
be used, leaving the matter to the

at colleze in the Philippines, During 
the Spanish-American war he served 
asa special aide in the Philippines.

“School of Extension Teaching" 
which was afliinted to the Ro ster 
University. When the United States 
entered the World War, he was em- 
ployed as chief of the combat section 
doin the military Intellinence branch of 
n, the American General Staff, reaching 
a: the rank of majar.

After the war he did not return to 
teaching, but acted as head of the 
political and economic section of the 
General Staff. In 1923 he became 
commandant of the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps with the rank of Neut, colonel, 
After praduating from the U.S, Army 
War Collette he was appointed in 
1924 on assistant in the section of the 
State Dept. at Washington which 
deals with Western Europe and soon 
becume ils chief., In that capacity he 
n nt to Geneva as unofiicial 

‘ rver" for the U.S. of the  dis- 
cussions and decisions of the League 
of Nations, As the American Gove 
ernment stands outside the League, it 
felt the need for a permanent repre- 
sentative at- Geneva who would keep 
in close touch with what was golns 
on. Mr, Gilbert was therefore in 1930 
nppointed American Consul there, 
though his main task was to act a5 
official “observer” and in that role to 
altend ull the deliberations of the 
League. In its negotiations regard- 
ing the Sino-Japanese dispute re- 
xarding Manchuria Ma. Gilbert par- 
ticipated as official representative of 
the United States.

The Palestine talks in London 
appear to have reached an 
impasac, a conclusion .that was 
forecast before they commenced.

This is the position at present: 
The Arabs insist that Jewish 
immigration’ must be stopped, 
land sales by Arabs to Jaws 
must be prohibited, and an Arab 
National Government must be 
set up under which the civil and 
ee rights would be guaran- 
teed. 


The Jews insist that Jewish 
immigration must. be continued 
and that on no account must the 
Jewish community in Palestine 
be relegated to minority status 
which, it is claimed, would wreck 
the whole meaning.and spirit of 
the Jewish National Home.

other hand, is modifying the Cor- 
poration Law, fostering the growth of 
private industri and promoting: co- 
operation between the state | and 
private Individuals, all with a (view 
to encouraging private investiments. 

Thirdly, rural economic rellef fs 
provided through the promotion of 
rural co-operatives, agricultural ex- 
perimental stations and = the Farm 
Credit Bureau.

ber of Japanese planes shot 
down, destroyed, severely damag- 
ed, or otherwise lost reached the 
high figure of 1,010 up to the 
end of last year. 

This figure, he said, represents a 
monthly loss of more than 50 planes 
throughout the eighteen months since 
the start of hostilities in July, 1037. 

With the opening of the current 
year, the Japanese alr force -has 
further suffered the loss of 24 planes 
including fitteen heavy bombers o 
the latest type recently bought from 
Europe, bringing the grand total to 
more than 1,030 machines, 

Nor wos the above figure an ex- 
aggerated estimate, the spokesman 
pointed out. Asa matter of fact, the 
number tallies with that announced 
by the Japanese Air Force head- 
quarters on January 20 last them- 
selves, which stated that 710 military 
and naval planes were lost and 300 
more were damaged and rendered 
unfit for service during the period,

AUDACIOUS 
LEAFLET 


Copy Of Kuling 
Warning In HK. 


PROBABLY THE most asto- 
Inishing and audacious leaflet yet 
distributed by the Japanese 
military forces during the Sino- 
Japanese conflict was that which 
army planes dropped on Kuling 
on January 19, three days after 
the Japanese had bombed | the 
mountain with high explosives. 
The document,. printed in 
English, was remarkable, both 
for its grammatical construction,: 
and its “terms”. ; 


In it, the Japanese legged that the 
army and navy authorities, in cons 
junction with third Powers, had 
ntreed that henceforth foreigners In 
Kuling had forefeited their nation- 
ality; that they were regarded as 
sympathisers of the Chiang Kai-shek 
regune, and therefore would have to 
take the consequences of a Japanese 
offensive against Kuling. 

The leaflet, however, tells Its own 
story more effectively, the fallowing 
being a copy recently received in 
flongkong from a Kuling resident: 

“TO ALL FOREIGNERS 


REMAINING AT LUSHAN” 


“Despite the warning during the 
campaign for the attack of Lushan 
that the army has requested yor 
often ta come down the mountain 
in anticipation of your being en- 
dangered, you failed to Usten to our 
Sincere warning remaining there, 
and rather dared to show the 
attitude, of supporting the enemy 
aide, 

“tt has been decided at the con~ 
ference between the army and navy 
and the third Power authoritics on: 
December 6, 1938, at Kiukiang that 
you be regarded to have aepurined 
from your respective nationally 
and have united yourselves . with 
the Chiang Kai-shek — regime.
